School District Views Preliminary 


Budget of $330,411 


A tentative budget of $330,411 
with which, to finance the Menlo 
Park elementary school district's op- 
erations during the 1951-52 fiscal 
year was presented to the district’s 
board of trustees Monday night. 


Presenting the budget, Superin- 
tendent Mel Homfeld said that the 
district would be “cutting it close,” 
with an anticipated income of $344,- 
484. 

The share of that amount to be 
paid by the school district’s home- 
owners in direct taxes would be 
borne by a. tax rate of $1.53 per $100 
assessed valuation. — 


Contrasting the tentative budget 
with that for the current year, the 
latter approximately $289,000, Hom- 
feld said .that the major increase 
was in teachers’ salaries. 

OTHER INCOME 


Besides the $174,420 to be raised 
from local school district taxes, 
Homfeld said, other income secured 
would include $25,000 carried over 
from the current year; $4000 from 
unsecured property; $1500 from rent 
of buildings and auditoriums, $137,- 
564 from the state’s average daily 
attendance fund, and $2000 for 
transportation. 

Assessed valuation of the dis- 
trict is estimated at $12,000,000, 
Homfeld ‘said.

| In the cities there is a real need 
of lounges for the men. .A place 
| where they may take a shower, 
|clean up, read or write ‘letters or 
just sit and be alone. The idea of 
providing free food and free amuse- 
ment for these men is misplaced 
effort and not appreciated by many 
fellows. : 

Save your money and your loving 
attention for the man who comes 
back from overseas. He-often needs 
a helping hand. Right in our neigh- 
borhood is the veterans’ hospital, 
filled with victims of the last war 
and probably any help or attention 
would be very welcome there. 

I am not criticizing these kind- 
hearted people for their efforts. On- 
ly asking thet the project be very 
carefully lceoked into before time 
and money are wasted.

It showed cnly those streets in 
the center of the lands which are 
now the subject of the annexaticn 
electicn including Laurel street, 
Pcpe street, Elm street, the eastern 
half of Gilbert street and what is 
at present known as West O’Connor 
street. 

These thoroughfares, now in a 
boulevard district and _ therefore 
maint2zined by San Mateo county, 


follow essentially the pattern shown | 


in the original map. 


The map was filed by the Cooper- | 


ative Land and Trust company of 
Palo Alto. 

The improvements shown on the 
map came somewhat later. 

It was in 1917 that the residents’ 
es ociatien first formed; 23 names, 
representing 13 owner:hips, were 
cbtained in the erganization’s first 
call for membership. 

Furpose of the essociation was to 
take whatever action mecessary to 
cbtain the imprcvements needed at 
the time including a sewer system 
a public water supply and cther fa- 
cilities. 

Arrangements were made to ov- 
tain water from the Palo Alto pub- 
lic water supply. The latter city con- 
tinues to supply “old” Nerth Palo 
Alto, while the remainder is served 
by the Willow road water. district.

The North Palo Alto sanitary dis- | 


trict was formed in 1925, in an elec- 
tion in whics 77 votes were cast.

Bay rcad,.and.as,the growing popu- 
lation made such steps .. necessary, 
the portions south and west of the 
original distriet were annexed. .

Classroom Space Found To Eliminate 
Double Sessions in MP Shools Next Year| 


Double sessions in Menlo Park 
schoclrcoms will be eliminated and 
two seventh and two eighth grade 
classes will meet at Central school 
during the coming school year. 

Classroom space to make these 
jmprovements possible has been 
found west of El Camino Real, 
school Superintendent Mel Homfeld 
told a group of interested parents 
at the Menlo Park school district 
board of trustees’ meeting Monday 
night. 

The parents had requested in a 
joint letter that all “west of high- 
way” seventh and eighth grade 
classes meet in the same building, 
to allow the pupils a greater variety 
of extracurricular activities such as 
student council work, student publi- 
cations and clubs. 

AT CHURCHES 

The elimination of double sessions 
in the district has been made poss- 
ible through the acquisition of use 
of two rooms at the Menlo Park 
Baptist church and three rooms at 
the Menlo Park Presbyterian 
church, Homfeld said. 

However, the district is still short 
of rooms and the Encinal school 
‘library and multipurpose room and 
‘the Fremont school cafeteria will 
have to be pressed into service to 
accommodate all classes on a single 
session basis. 

In. answer to a question from 
the floor as to why classes have 
been repeatedly shifted west of 
the highway while children who 
enter the first grade at Encinal 
school are more likely to remain 
there for their entire eight years 
of elementary education, Homfeld 

_ replied that the greatest popula- 
tion growth has taken piece west 
of the hirhwa 

The school ac now receiving 
state school aid, cannot “build a- 
head” of the immediate need, to ac- 


_ quire a relative surplus of classroom 


space, Homfeld said. 
“Every unit we ask for must ‘be

The possibility of constructing 
“minimum” schools, with the great- 
est possible amount of classroom 
Space was also discussed. 

Homfeld explained that the pres- 
ent Hillview school plant is ‘pretty 
much of a minimum school now,” 
except for some interior cabinet 
work. 

“It depends on whether one 
wants it to look like a minimum 
school or not,” the superintendent 
explained, adding that he did net 

think such a plant would be pop- 
ular in this community. 

Board member George Angus ex- 
plained that it is the board’s intent 
to have a “complete plant” west of 
the highway with completion of 
Hillview and Oak Knoll schools, but 
added that, 

“With the present confused situ- 
ation, we can only do our best.” 

Homfeld explained that, on com- 
pletion of those units, the district 
would have available 42 classrooms 
west of El Camino Real.
